NEWTON As he leads his visitor 
through the expansive hallways and receiv- 
ing rooms of his stately Chestnut Hill home, 
Peter Gill makes no effort to hide his 
weariness a combination of long work 
days and the strain of his recent notoriety. 

Reaching his living-room-style office, he 
settles his 6’2" frame into a simple, rust- 
colored easy chair positioned to the right of 
a large, graceful fireplace and sips ap- 
preciatively on an evening cup of coffee. 

Dr. Peter Lawrence Gill describes 
himself as the victim of ‘‘a concatenation of 
events,’’ which he says began with the com- 
plaints of an angry former patient and have 
brought into play a sensationist press, a 
conservative mental health establishment, 
a competitive profession and a reactive 
state licensing board. 

A licensed psychologist and director of 
the controversial Cambridge 
Psychotherapy Institute (CPI), which 
operates out of his Chestnut Hill mansion, 
Gill was thrust into the public eye after a 
former patient, Wallace Ralston, 
registered a series of complaints about 


Gill’s practice and training institute with 

the state Board of Registration of 

chologists and the American 
sychology Association. 

According to published reports in the 

, the board is investigating 
complaints which liken CPI's 60 members 
to a cult and include allegations that Gill 
uses patients as therapists, ‘commits’ 
people to lifetime therapy, is not present to 
supervise unlicensed assistant therapists, 
and “‘balance bills” patients — charging 
them for the amount of his fee not covered 
by insurance. 

Anne Pulsifer, chairman of the state 
psychologists registration board, refused to 
comment on the details of the case. 

Gill's lawyer, Paul Gitlin, described the 
complaint statement submitted to the 
board last September by Ralston and for- 
warded to Gill in November as rambl- 
ing, two-page narrative. 

“This man has written and contacted 
everybody he can think of and he s 
this list of complaints about Dr. Gill, 
Gitlin, ‘It includes some very outrageous

employers have exactly six mon- 
ths to come up with written 
policies governing employee 
smoking in their businesses 

Mayor Theodore D, Mann last 
week took pen in hand to sign 
“Ordinance §S- making 
Newton the first city on the East 
Coast to take legal action to pro- 
tect non-smoking employees 
from the second-hand"’ 
cigarette, pipe and cigar fumes 
of their smoking co-workers 

Mann's action came on the last 
day he could have either vetoed 
the measure or allowed it to 
become law without his 
signature. The Board of 
Aldermen voted 204 to approve 
the ordinance 10 days ago. 

‘All members of the communi 
ty - employers and employees, 
non-smokers and smokers - can 
be certain that the city of Newton 
is committed to making the or- 
dinance work and to administer- 
ing it reasonably and effectively 
to insure fairness for all parties,’

While the smoking ordinance 
does not require a Garden City 
employer to make structural 
changes in the workplace to ac 
comodate non-smokers, it does 
provide a $50 fine for each month 
of non-compliance. 

Liberal wording gives 
employers with two or more 
employees flexibility in creating 
smoking office policies, allowing 
them options ranging from 
designating specific areas in 
which smoking is allowed to ban- 
ning the habit in their place of 
business altogether. 

Enforcement of the new or- 
dinance falls under the province 
of Health Commissioner Bernice 
R. Joyal, whose department will 
act as a mediator between an 
employer and any employee who 
files a grievance expressing 
dissatisfaction with his/her com- 
pany’s smoking policy

The jury did, however, acquit the 58-year-old Anzalone of felony 
charges that he laundered money during 1980 and 1981 in connection 
with an aborted birthday party for the former mayor's wife, a verdict 
that left Reilly satisfied he has been cleared of any wrongdoing in the

Reilly, who was granted immunity from prosecution during the 
trial, testified under subpoena last week that he was given $500 in

plained. Gill contends that, with a little training and 
a lot of instructional and personal psychotherapy 
an intelligent, empathetic person can be as effec- 
tive a therapist as a licensed professional with an 
advanced degree 

He is supported in that belief by Dr. Daniel 
Hogan, a psychologist and attorney who is on the 
taff at McLean Hospital in Belmont and teaches 
psychology at Harvard Medical School. Hogan also 
suggests that tighter licensing restrictions may do 
more harm than good by increasing the cost of 
psychotherapy, decreasing its availability and 
potentially discriminating against ‘the poor, the 
aged, women and minorities.” 

A longtime Newton resident who worked as a 
psychologist in the city’s school system from the 
late ’50s to the late 60s, Gill opposes restrictions on 
the practice of psychotherapy because he feels 
strict guidelines encourage docile acceptance of old 
ideas and punish innovators. 

According to Gill, the most important element of 
training at CPI is ‘intense and arduous” individual 
and group psychotherapy, ‘‘both didactic and per 
sonal," entered into with him or one of a half-dozen 
senior members of the institute, one of whom is his 
wife, Jane Copass. The emphasis is similar to that 
of the country’s major psychoanalytic institutes 

Candidates at CPI must also attend at lee 
seminar a week, usually run by Gill and occ 
ly featuring a visiting speaker. Each trainee also 
undergoes supervision at least once a week with 
Gill or a senior institute member, Both are stan- 
dard approaches for psychotherapy training pro- 
grams. 

CPI is run on a fee-for-service basis, with most 
candidates paying an average of $60-70 for a one- 
hour therapy or supervision session with Gill 
Seminars cost $15-20 

One of Gill’s most controversial and fundamental 
emphases is an open, personal, equal relationship 
between patient and therapist. He encourages his 
clients to ask questions about the therapist’s own 
life, beliefs and qualifications and offers three free, 
informational interviews to prospective clients. 
The practice ‘‘goes against the grain of the 
establishment,"’ Gill sa which discourages pa- 
tient questions and distances the therapist as a 
superhuman entity. 

Gill resigned from the Massachusetts 
Psychological Association thirteen years ago 
b se ‘‘I didn’t see it was meaningful to me”’ and 
pulled out of Blue Shield a year ago because he op- 
posed the ‘authoritarian utilization of (case) 
reviews,"’ which are required on a regular basis. 

He resigned from the American Psychological 
Association in January rather than r ond to com- 
plaints filed with the organization by Ralston 
because he felt the membership was worthless and 
preferred to concentrate his efforts on preserving 
his state license. 

Gill is committed to to saving the certificate 
because it is state right. 

“T haven't the slightest intention of giving this up 
because someone wants a little action from the 
vlicensing board,"’ the psychologist said. “It is 
meaningful to me and it is meaningful to the 
members of the institute.’’ The license is par- 
ticula important for reimbursement by in- 
surance companies, Gill noted. 

The Board of Registration of Psychologists, 
which is reportedly taking steps toward revoking 
Gill’s license, scheduled an informal hearing two 
weeks ago. Gill and his lawyer have refused to ap- 
pear, however, until they have been given a list of 
the specifie complaints to be addressed, a require- 
ment specifically laid out in the board’s bylaws.

NEWTON The black 
cupolas that have stuck out 
like a sore thumb along the 
skyline of the 52-year-old city 
hall building for the past 
several years will soon be 
receiving a long-awaited 
facelift 

The dome-like structures 
blackened thanks to severely 
weathered copper, are 
scheduled to be painted white 
as part of stepped-up main: 
tanence efforts throughout the 
building, according to 
Building Commissioner James 
Cameron 

Over $50,000 will be spent to 
refurbish the slate, brick, 
marble and mahogany struc- 
ture that has served as the 
nerve-center of city govern- 
ment here since it was built in | 
November 1932 by then-Mayor \ 
Sinclair Weeks 

City hall's unique roof, com 
plete with flashing, tightly- 
joined vallies and gutters that 
empty into a central drain 
within the building, has 
presented inordinate leaking 
problems for the past several 
years, leaving the walls in a 
majority of the adminstrative 








offices badly water-stained 
and cracked. 
While ‘‘a couple of sections” 


of the roof are still in need of 
repair, Cameron said he ex 
pects no problems in water 
proofing them and will now 
focus his efforts on repainting 
and plastering those areas in 
city hall damaged from the 
drips. The offices of the Elec- 
tion Commission, treasurer, 
mayor, cit ork, assessors 
and the aldermanic meeting 
chambers are among those 
due for a new paint job, 
Cameron has even contacted 
the city’s historical society for 
advice on the original color of 
the main aldermanic _ firs 
chambers in an attempt to br- 
ing some of the unique luster

His efforts were recently 
bolstered during an alder- 
manic Finance Committee 
when aldermen made it clear 
they want no expense spared 
in renovating any of the city’s 
municipal buildings. FinCom 
members hinted to Cameron 
that they would support addi- 
tional appropriation requests 
for work he felt necessary. 

The painting of the cupolas, 
which are made of copper, will 
represent the most noticable 
change in the building's ap- 
pearance. City officials have 
been waiting for over five 
years now to see if the spires 
were going to turn to the green 
color usually associated with 
weathered copper. Special 
} acids were even applied 
recently in an attempt to speed 
up the color change, but to no 
avail 

Eventually, according to 
Cameron, they will turn green, 
as other copper sections on the 
roof have already, and they 
then will be stripped of the 
paint 

There are no plans to 
remove the ivy that has been 
slowly creeping up the front of 
the builiding, according to 
both Cameron and Mayor 
Theodore D, Mann. Mann, who 
believes city hall to be ‘‘one of 
the most beautiful municipal 
buildings in the nation,’’ said 
he is happy with Cameron's 
work maintaining his home- 
away-from-home for the past 
12 years 

“T like the ivy,’ Mann said 
recently, ‘‘I think it makes the 
exterior of the building quite 
gorgeous. I've found city hall 
quite a pleasant place to 
work,” adding with a smile 
that his remarks should not be 
construed as the beginning of 
any re-election effort.

Learning disability staff cut

NEWTON — In addition to riffing four guidance 
counselors and an audio-visual specialist, the 
School Committee has also reduced the number of 
learning disability positions by 3.3 full-time 
equivalents (I°.T.E.s). 
Unlike reductions-in-force (or ‘‘rif*‘s) in the main 
staff, which re decided solely on the basis of 
seniority, certification and affirmative action, an 















agreement between the Newton Teachers Associa- 
tion (NTA) and the School Committee stipulated 
that reductions in learning disability staff would 
also include consideration of ‘‘quality of teaching 
performance” and the needs of the school s 

Because learning disability staffers are hired on 
an hourly basis, they are all technically ‘“‘dismiss- 
ed”’ at the end of each school year and then hired 
back later for the next year.

The 
city contends the ultimate 
decision-making authority lies

Hub parking tax 
is misguided 


Boston’s Mayor Raymond Flynn has 
done exceptionally well in his ‘man of the 
people” role. Whether he can achieve 
positive results of the White administra- 
tion in high level development remains to 
be seen. On the fiscal side, he isn’t differ- 
ing greatly from Kevin White, which has to 
be a cause for concern. 

The new mayor has embraced the park- 
ing surtax pushed by his predecessor, for 
instance. He sees a $216 million-plus take 
from putting the bite on commuters as one 
of the ways to balance the 1985 budget. He 
would better serve Boston’s interests and 
those who go into the core city by dismantl- 
ing part of the overblown bureaucracy as a 
sure means of balancing the budget. 

It is easy in political rhetoric by Hub 
sandidates to state that those who travel to 
Boston to shop and work contribute 
nothing to the city. This is preposterous. 
Intown business health depends on the in- 
flow from the suburbs. Without them, 
there would be no corporate activity sen- 
ding dollars into the city treasury in pro- 
perty taxes. Nor would the retail stores, 
specialty shops and restaurants, as well as 
countless other enterprises, prosper 
without the influx. 

Parking fees are already exceedingly 
high, perhaps even excessive. To add a 15 
percent surtax will discourage those with 
options from going into the city. Mayor 
Flynn has other, better ways to balance 
the books. 





Bingo and 
the archbishop 


During his first few weeks as the prelate 
of Boston’s Catholics, Archbishop Bernard 
F. Law has built himself a high profile. 

He has taken a strong public stance 
against abortion. He has used the televi- 
sion commercial to solicit church funds 
while suggesting the church might banish 
bingo as a revenue raiser. He even showed 
up at the Celtics’ victory rally to bestow 
high fives to the city’s hottest sports 
heroes. 

While his positions on issues may raise 
hackles in some quarters, one thing is 
manifest: the new archbishop is a leader 
and is not afraid to show it. 





Where the late Cardinal Humberto 
Medeiros’ approach was one of quiet 
humility, Archbishop Law relies on a 
vigorous urbanity. It is a public image that 
many a secular politician can envy, and it

cardinal’s quiet brand of leadership. But 
Archbishop Law has asserted himself ear- 
ly. 

Even critics of his abortion or bingo 
stances must acknowledge that the new ar- 
chbishop has become a force to be dealt 
with, undaunted by even the most volatile 
moral disputes. 

His call for a bingo and beano phase-out 
may seem inconsequential at first flush. 

But by challenging the bingo device, the 
archbishop is indirectly challenging 
parishoners to support their churchs for 
love instead of money.

Arts in the Parks planned a 
special July 4th “Down Home 
Celebration”’ at the Newton Cen- 
tre Playground. The agenda in- 
cluded contests, old-f.

children and performanc 
the Shakespeare Brothers 
the Heritage Jazz Band 

‘People who participate in our 
events really feel they belong toa 
community,” said Linda Plaut, 
who has directed Arts in the 
Parks for 10 years. ‘It breaks up 
the isolation of having to take 
care of family or a house they 
can meet other people. 

Last year, 20,0000 residents and 
neighbors participated in Arts in 
the Parks. Footing the bill for 
those programs are: the Newton 
Parks and. Recreation Dept.; the 
Massachusetts Council on the 
Arts and Humanities; Newton 
Arts Lottery Council; and the 
New England Foundation for the 
Arts, 

“The fact that I’m salaried 
through the city shows that the 
people of Newton care about the 
quality of life here and _ the 
livability of this city,"’ said Plaut, 
who also chairs the Newton Arts 
Lottery Council. ‘‘Unfortunately, 
after Prop 242, there was less and 
less culture and art in school cur- 
riculums, Parents who recognize 
the importance of that aspect of 
their child’s education now look 
elsewhere than the schools.

King Hammill Award winner

NEWTON As a team, it 
wasn't a season to remember for 
Newton North baseball. But for 
Joe King, it was a senior year to

The committee that selects the 
winner of the Bill Hammill

“Joe did everything we asked 
this year and did it well,’’ said 
Newton North ¢ h Dick Walker 
in nominating King, ‘Rotating as 
our number one pitcher and play- 
ing second base when not pit- 
ching, we could al 's count on 
his consistency, flawless play 
and effort in the field.”” 

The fact that King was able to 
maintain such a consistently high 
level of performance is 
somewhat amazing, considering 
that he v all over the place 
defensively for most of the year. 
King started out as a pitcher- 
second baseman, played some 
first, and wound up starting at 
short for the second half of the 
season when Walker needed to 




















stabilize a somewhat shaky in- 
field, That move did exactly that, 
and the Tigers were a different 
team the rest of the year. 

On the mound, King was con- 
sistent as well. His efforts includ- 
ed a pair of shutouts. One was a 
three-hitter versus Walpole early 
on, and the second a one-hitter 
against Quincy late in the season 
In the latter game, King came off 
a layoff of over two weeks to hold 
Quincy to only a single infield 
roller that went for a hit 

In his nomination, Walker also 
cited King’s “leadership abilities 
both on and off the field,”’ saying 
that he ‘performed in a manner 
that exemplifies the true spirit of 
sportsmanship. 

A tremendous competitor, 
King was named to the Suburban 
League All-Star team as the star- 
ting second baseman. 

From the high school season, 
the Fairway drive resident step- 
ped right into summer baseball. 
He is playing for the Post 440 
team in American Legion 
eball, as well as the Poys’ 
Club team in the Newton Na- 
tional League. 

King hopes that baseball is in 
his future in college, too, but he 
hasn't picked an easy road. The 
righthander will be attending the 
University of Maine at Orono, 
which is well-known for having 
the best baseball program in New 
England 

The Hammill Award is named 
for the former three-sport star at 
Newton High. Hamill graduated 
from Newton in 1955 and went on 
to play two years of baseball at 
Holy Cross before signing with 
the Boston Red Sox. 


















After four years with the Allen- 
town, Penn. team in the Eastern 
League, Hammill called it a 
career, He died suddenly of a 
brain hemorrhage in 1969. 


The committee which chooses 
the award consists of several 
well-known baseball names. 
Russ Halloran is the Commis- 
sioner of the Newton Parks and 
Recreation Department. Howie 
Ferguson is a former Newton 
North coach, as is Ed Fratkman, 
who is also the principal at Day 
Junior High. Moe Maloney, cur- 
rently an assistant baseball 
coach at Bentley College, is a 
former head coach at Watertown 
High School and Mass. y Com:

These tips will help

—Always make sure cameras are clean 
before they are put away. Remove dirt and 
moisture from camera bodies and lenses. 

—Store equipment and batteries in a cool, 


—Clean the camera body with a blower 
brush, a silicone cloth or a piece of chamois 
Use the blower brush to remove dust within 
the film chamber (inside the rear cover), If 
the camera is used in damp weather or salt 
air, wipe it dry following the photo session. 

-When they are not in use for extended 
periods, remove batteries from cameras and 
from flash units, motor drives, auto winders.

Never touch the mirror, focusing screen 
or other glass surfaces with your fingers. If 
necessary, use a blower brush to remove par- 
ticles, but do not wipe glass surfaces, For in- 
depth cleaning, contact your local authorized 


—Dirt, fingerprints and smudges on lenses 
produce a soft picture, Optical glass is more 
sensitive than regular glass and scratches 
more easily. To remove dirt and dust par- 
ticles, use lens cleaning paper which is 
moistened with lens cleaner. The lens should 
be wiped in a circular fashion — from the 
center to the outside. Avoid using a hander- 
chief or other common cloth. These may pro- 
duce scratches which cannot be removed. If 


How to care for

soft, clean and unstarched cotton cloth 
Fingerprints should be removed immediate- 
ly, They produce acid that eats into coatings 
on optical glass. 

Keep a lens cap on the camera to avoid 
contact with other objects. When shooting, a 
skylight filter will protect the lens. It is less 
expensive to replace than the front lens ele- 
ment. 

Protect cameras from shock, rain, snow, 
dust and direct sunlight in the lens, A gadget 
bag is the ideal protection. 


If cameras are not used for an extended 
period of time 

Operate the camera controls every three 
to six months, 

Check key functions; Batteries, shutter, 
diaphragm, auto exposure, auto focus, film 
advance. 

Check flash units, Fire them every two to 
three months. 

If something is wrong with your camera, 
do not try to disassemble or repair it yourself 
Contact a camera repair facility, 


Precautions on weather: 

When it’s cold, keep your camera inside 
your cntil you are ready to take a picture. Bat- 
tery performance deteriorates in cold 
weather, so use fresh batteries whenever 
possible and bring along some spares. Film 
also becomes brittle in cold weather, so ad- 
vance film slowly. 

—Gradually, readapt the camera to the in- 
doors when you move back inside. 

—Avoid hot environments for extended 
periods of time. Heat can have an adverse ef- 





—Keeping cameras in a vinyl bag when not 
shooting will protect them from the elements, 


Tips for traveling photographers 
Keep your gadget bag zipped or latched 

shut when equipment is not in use, 
~Bring along clear, plastic bags for storing 
exposed film and for providing a shelter for 
your camera at the beach, so sand won't drift 
inside when changing film or switching 

lenses, 


In case of loss or theft, keep an itemized 
list of all photo gear, including make, model 
and serial number of each piece of equipment. 
Your insurance company will need this when 
you file a claim. 

Take double the amount of film you think 
you're going to shoot and carry spare sets of 
batteries, 


If traveling by air, never check equip- 
ment through as baggage. It is not designed to 
withstand the handling that even strong lug- 
gage sometimes can’t survive. 

-When passing through airport security, 
keep film separate and ask the guards to 
hand-check photo gear if possible, since the 
cumulative effect of X-rays can damage film, 
Alternatively, film can be protected by using 
lead-lined foil bags which are available at 
most photo dealers.

Shop around for the best buys 


The bewildering array of 
camera ads stuffed in small print 
in the backs of popular photo 
magazines offer enticing prices 
to lure the customer into making 
that toll-free call and placing an 
order. 

But the rule of thumb when it 
comes to buying a camera should 
be shop around — then shop 
around some more, 

Before making a purchase, the 
buyer first must decide what 
kind of pictures the camera will 
be used for — simple snapshots 
or more complex pictures that 


utilize the photographer's 
creativity to compose 
memorable scenes, 

For the person who is in- 
terested in serious photography, 
35 mm cameras with inter- 
changable lenses are the starting 
point, The camera should have a 
good reputation for optical quali- 
ty, durability and variety of com- 
ponents, such as Nikon, Canon, 
Pentax, Minolta or Olympus. 

Although most cameras come 
“stock” with a 50 mm lens, 
buyers should consider instead a 
35 mm lens, one that gives a 


wider field of view and allows the 


photographer to be more 
creative by getting closer to the 
subject, 


A good choice for a second lens 
is in the 105 mm to 135 mm range. 
These allow the photographer to 
stay far enough away from the 
scene or event to avoid interferr- 
ing with it. This is especially im- 
portant when making pictures of 
small children or animals. 

First decide what camera to 
buy for your needs, Take a day or 
so to browse at the local camera 
shop, get all your questions

The use of personal stereos has 
skyrocketed in the last several 
years, zooming past earlier 
predictions of their popularity. 

In 1981, one manufacturer 
predicted the personal stereo 
business would hit §2 billion by 
1985. Today, that figure already 
appears too low. 

“We think it’s more than that,” 
said Fred Wahlstrom, a 
spokesman for Sony Corp, of 
America, which from the start of 
the personal stereo craze has 
commanded better than a 50 per- 
cent share of the market. 

“We've sold 9 million units 
ourselves worldwide,'' he said 

The company’s best-sellers are 
the Super Walkman models, both 
just slightly larger than a plastic 
cassette tape box 

Personal walk-around equip- 
ment comes in all shapes, sizes 
and price ranges, from $10 solar- 
powered AM _ receivers a 
modern version of the crystal 
radio to sophisticated tape 
recorders for use with home 
stereo systems. 

Consumers have three basic 
choices when it comes to buying 
one of these machines. 

Those content to listen to so- 
meone else’s programming can 
select either an AM, FM, or AM- 
FM radio, Radio reception can 
be a problem in metropolitan 
areas, however, because of 
skyscraper interference, and in 
rural areas where FM signals 
tend to fade 

Cassette tapes can be played 
either on a tape player or tape 
recorder, but tape player units 
are unable to record sound onto a 
blank cassette. In addition to car- 
rying the stereo unit, owners also

While Sony dominates the 
field, many other companies also 
offer personal stereos, The ma- 
jor ones include Aiwa, Akai, 
General Electric and Panasonic 

But let the buyer beware 
there are many budget-priced 
units on the market with fragile 
construction and poor sound 
quality that are no bargain. 





The biggest problem facing per- 
sonal stereo owners is battery 
consumption. Most tape players 
and radios use either two, three 
or four AA-size batteries as a 


answered and compare prices, 

Often the ads in the back of the 
photo magazines appear to tout 
low prices, but in many cases the 
price quoted over the phone is 
higher. It includes added costs — 
as described in the fine print at 
the bottom of the ad. 

The buyer also should ask what 
accessories come with the 
camera because in many in- 
stances, the price quoted for a 
camera doesn’t include such 
essential items as view finders, 
and those parts jack up the final 
price.

Wahlstrom said, Compact dises 
are Sinch records played’ by 
laser light units ranging in price 
from $500-§1,200. 

“Compact dise players for the 
car probably will be introduced 
in June at the Summer Consumer 
Electronics Show in Chicago, and 
ultimately the discs will get 
smaller for personal stereos,” he 
said.

Watch interest rates 


when looking for loans

Paying off a loan early might be a 
good idea, But the amount of in- 
terest that will be rebated to you 
may be a bit difficult to figure 


With many consumer loans, the 
interest to be paid is computed for 
the entire loan period and added to 
the amount borrowed, That total is 
divided by the number of months in 
the loan, Therefore, your monthly 
payment is to be made in equal in- 
stallments. 


However, our Consumer Reports 
financial consultant points out that 
the interest isn’t divided equally 
over the number of payments you 
have to make. Instead, you pay 
more interest at the beginning of the 
loan, when you have the use of more 
of the money. Since each monthly 
payment is the same, the part of the 
payment that goes toward the prin- 
ciple increases; the part that goes 
toward the interest decreases. 





If you pay off the loan early, the 
amount of interest for the total term 
of the loan is too much for the now- 
shortened term of the loan, Some of 
it must be rebated. 


In order to calculate the amount 
of interest to be rebated, many 
lenders use the Rule of 78s — a com- 
plex mathematical formula. The 
Rule of 78s takes the falling interest 
payments into consideration in 
figuring the rebate due. You need 
not know the actual formula in 
order to understand how the rule is 
named. 


The name of the Rule is derived 
from the first step in the formula, In 
that step, the lender adds the sum of 
the digits for the number of 


payments scheduled to be made. 
For example, for a typical one-year 
loan repaid in 12 monthly in- 
stallments, the sum of those 
numbers (12 plus 11 plus 10, etc.) 
equals 78, Thus, the Rule of 78s. 


Understanding the different in- 
terest rates on various certificates 
of deposit also can be confusing. 
Our financial consultant says it will 
be less confusing if you concentrate 
on the number known as the effec- 
tive yield, It takes into account dif- 
ferences in the way interest is com- 
pounded — differences that can be 
significant, especially for CDs in 
higher denominations. 


For instance, a 9 percent interest 
rate that isn’t compounded — com- 
monly referred to as simple interest 

yields only 9 percent. That 
amounts to $90 in annual interest 
earned for a $1,000, one-year CD, 


A 9 percent interest rate com- 
pounded daily has an effective an- 
nual yield of 9.42 percent, or $94.20 
in interest earned on that same 
$1,000 CD, That extra $4.20 becomes 
$42 in additional interest after one 
year if the CD is in the amount of 
$10,000, 

According to the Bank Rate 
Monitor — an industry newsletter 
that follows rates paid by banks and 
thrifts — more and more institu- 
tions are beginning to pay simple in- 
terest rates with no compounding. 
So, the financial consultant says it’s 
wise to look for the effective yield to 
make sure you'll get the benefit of 
compounding,

When things go wrong

Q. I have a General Electric 
dryer, model No, DDCOS80NLLWH, 
serial No, DA233774G. It doesn't ex- 
ude any vapor or steam and theems 
to be a lot of lint in the basket after 
each load, We've removed the pipe 
from the dryer to the outside two 
times and vacuumed it, but the pro- 
blem remains. Hope you can help. 


A. Sounds as if your problem is in 
the area of the blower wheel. Lint 
may have accumulated on it, or 
possibly a sock or washcloth fell 
down into the blower wheel through 
the lint trap and may cause 
restricted airflow. To check the 
blower wheel, first disconnect the 
power to the dryer, then remove the 
front panel. To do this, open the 
front door, then look up under the 
upper lip. Remove the four Phillips- 
head screws you'll find there. This 
will allow the dryer top to be raised. 


Now, while still in front of the 
dryer, reach down to the bottom left 
and right of the dryer front. Loosen 
the two 5-l6-inch screws on the 
toeboard, Then remove the two 
screws at the top left and right cor- 
ners on the inside of the dryer, 
These serews hold the front to the 
cabinet, Close the door and lift the 
front up and off and set it to the side. 








Now the blower wheel is exposed 
on the lower left-hand corner 
Remove any lint or blockage. Use a 
vacuum to clean out the wheel and 
duct work inside the cabinet front 
which goes from the lint filter to the 
blower inlet. Reassemble the dryer. 


Q. I own a Montgomery Ward 
Signature electric range, model No. 
4366, serial No. 88120772. When the 
oven is set for 325 degrees or 350 
degrees F, the temperature in the 
oven goes to nearly 500 degrees F’, 
The thermostat has been replaced 
four times. After each installation 
the serviceman checked the opera- 
tion and it worked fine, but the pro- 
blem always returns at a later date 
What, besides a faulty thermostat 
could be causing this problem? 








A. Perhaps the wrong replace- 
ment thermostat was installed, We 
contacted Montgomery Ward 
Plaza, Customer Service, Div, 4N, 
Chicago, Ill. 60671, Send them the 
name and address of the appliance 
service company that installed the 
replacement, and the part numbers 
of those thermostats if you can 
They'll handle your problem from 
there. 





Q. I have a problem with my 
Sears refrigerator, model No. ‘I-14 


G-l, serial No, 26113374. The 
refrigerator itself keeps cool 
enough, but the freezer won't 


freeze. The cold control is on high 


and the manually operated defrost 
cycling clock works fine. Any sug- 
gestions? 


A. It sounds like your problem is a 
restriction of the airflow between 
the refrigerator and the freezer sec- 
tions, caused by ice build-up on the 
evaporator. This could be caused by 
a defective defrost bimetal or 
defrost heater, or possibly by a 
defrost timer not functiohing pro- 
perly. I suggest you have a service 
technician inspect the unit and 
determine which part or parts you 
need, 


Q. I am going to be overseas for 
three years and plan to put my 
washer, dryer, stove and 
refrigerator into ste e. How 
should they be prepar 








A. Ideally, appliances should be 
stored in a cool dry place to prevent 
the possibility of rust. And the ap- 
pliances should be covered with a 
blanket or dropcloth to keep dust 
off. Do not store them in areas 
where children will have easy ac- 
cess. Here are some specifics; 








Washer — Unplug the wahser and 
remove the rear access service 
cover, Disconnect the drain hoses at 
the pump. If the machine is equip- 
ped with a self cleaning filter, 
remove the drain hoses from it also. 
Allow all water to drain from the 
pump, hoses and tub, Disconnect 
the water fill hoses 





Dryer (gas or electric) — Use a 
vacuum cleaner to remove any lint 
that may have accumulated in the 
filter or the exhaust duct in the 
dryer, When disconnecting the gas 
supply from a gas dryer, cap the 
gas line tubing that services the 
dryer with a black iron pipe cap, 





Range (gas or electric) — Clean it 
thoroughly, If you have a self 
cleaning range, position the door 
locking mechanism in the bake 
open) position, Cap the gas line to 
the range with a black iron pipe cap. 


Refrigerator — Clean the interior 
with a solution of baking soda and 
water. Clean the water collection 
pan underneath the refrigerator if 
there is one. Spray the door gaskets 
with silicone lubricant, Keep in 
mind that the doors should be left 
ajar a few inches. Even though 
most modern refrigerators close by 
magnetic seal, which can be pushed 
open easily from within, an addi- 
tional safety measure is wise. Prop

In response, the senator said he 
has sent a second letter to Gov. Michael Dukakis, listing his obser 
vations and urging that the abuses be ended 

Deputy Superintendent Mike Corsini, who was present when 
the prisoners made some of their statements to us, did not deny 
that hog-tying was a practice in the segregation block,’ Sen 
Backman said. “I have called for a federal and state investiga 
tion.”’ 

It should be clearly understood that the Constitution and Bill of 
Rights do not stop at the prison gates. Human rights must also be 
observed by our prison administrators,” said Sen. Backman 

I have called upon Governor Dukakis, Human Services 
Secretary Phillip Johnston, and Correction Commissioner Michael 
V. Fair to immediately end these abusive practices,”’ he added 
Backman chairs the Human Services Committee, which oversees 
legislation governing prisons. 

Prisoners are ‘“hog-tied’’ by shackling the wrists behind the 
back and bending the legs backward so that the ankles are shackl- 
ed on the wrists 

In total, the senator and his aide found more than 20 prisoners 
who had been subject to shackling or observed it 

Backman also stated that he was informed by the deputy 
Superintendent of Walpole that all officers and personnel of the 
prison are under a gag order themselves, and cannot talk to any 
state legislators.

Disregard of signs 
prompts tow zone

NEWTON Residents who 
park along a section of Homer 
Street to use the Newton Centre 
Playground may find their cars 
towed away if aldermen approve 
a recent Traffic Commission sug- 
gestion 

The eight-member commis- 
sion’s unanimous decision to 
recommend the ‘‘No Parking 
Between Signs” zone in front of 
the field’s chained-off emergency 
access driveway be made a ‘“‘No 
-arking Tow Zone” leaves some 
residents of the area and users of 
the field with mixed feelings. 

Habitual disregard for the 
parking ban and an incident 
earlier this month in which am- 
bulances could not get onto the 
field to attend to an injured resi- 
dent prompted the police depart- 
ment’s traffic division to propose 
the tow zone, Capt, John Bar 
tinelli told commission members. 

I guess people don’t mind get- 

ting ticketed, because they keep 
cing there,” he added. 
The curving stretch of Homer 
Street near the field isa notorious 
bottle-neck during weekday 
evenings in April, May, June and 
early July when Newton East Lit- 
tle League games are held at the 
city's recreation complex near 
Newton Centre 

While residents and game spec- 
tators can legally park at the 
nearby Mason-Rice School and 
along most of the Homer Street 
berm, the 20-yard long stretch 
between the *‘No Parking” signs, 
directly in front of the access 
driveway for emergency vehicles 
almost always serves as the 
home for seven cars that block- 
ing the driveway and create only 
enough room for a single lane of 
vehicles to travel along the two- 
way artery 

One middle-aged Homer Street 
resident who lives just a few 
houses down from the driveway 
said she doesn’t mind cars being 
parked in front of her home, but 
called the blocked driveway ‘‘a 
very dangerous situation,”” 

“I think it's a fine idea 
(creating a tow zone), but I think 
they have to distinguish it better 
by marking the curb with yellow 
lines. Visitors can’t see the ''No 
Parking" signs because they're 
hidden by the trees,’ she said 
late last week 

A 60-year-old West Newton 
man, who said he has lived in the 






































city “a very long time” and 
travels to the field to see his son 
play ball, acknowledged that 


cars blocking the 
driveway and narrowing the 
street “is a problem,” but said ci 
ty traffic officials would have a 

better case for being strict’’ if 
they created ample parking for 
the users of the field 

‘What is really needed is some 
kind of parking area, I don't think 
(a tow zone) is fair unless they 
ulllize some space as a place to 
park,’ he said noting that the 
field is one of the most heavily us 
ed in the city 

A 40-year-old West Newton 
woman, who described herself as 
“a baseball mother,'’ agreed the 
driveway area should be kept 
open, but was not sure the crea- 
tion of tow zone would change 
residents’ habits

NEWTON — A movement is underway to reverse 
a recent Board of Assessors policy change 
significantly limiting the distribution of hardship 
exemptions for elderly, infirmed and poor tax- 
payers. 

While that action is taking place in the city’s 
aldermanic chambers, citizen taxpayer acti 
and aldermen are also considering asking the state 
legislature to allow the city to create definitive 
guidelines for determining hardship under a cur- 
rently ambiguous clause of state tax codes, 

If they are succesful in receiving home rule 
authority to rewrite one of the only statutory tax ex- 
emptions in the Commonwealth, the city could 
assume a state-wide leadership role on the issue.

Physicians disagree; officer dismissed

NEWTON — Officer Thomas 
Frost, a 14-year veteran and 
member of the police union ex- 
ecutive board, has been dismiss- 
ed for allegedly refusing to 
remove himself from injured-on- 
duty status and return to work on 
a full-time basis 

Frost was served Friday with a 
notice of job abandonment - a 
technical provision in the civil 
service code that enables an 
employer to dismiss a worker for 
unexplained absences from 
work, 


Frost, a recording secretary 


for the Newton Police Associa- 
tion, has requested a hearing 
before city officials on the 
precise nature of the violation 
and to determine whether he 
should be restored to his position. 


“It's not a very pleasant thing 
to have to terminate anybody,” 
said Police Chief William Quinn. 

This is strictly a medica! matter 
and not a disciplinary one.” 

Quinn said Frost was originally 
injured in February, 1982 and, 
since that time, has returned to 
work on only an occasional basis 

despite being certified by the

Village vitality concerns

NEWTON Aldermen have 
issued an opinion stating their 
belief that neighborhood villages 
are important to the city as a 
whole and affirming the Hyde 
Elementary School's importance 
to the character of Newton 
Highlands. 

After amending the proposal 
twice, the Board of Aldermen ap- 
proved by a 17-4 vote Monday 
night a resolution expressing 
their concern with the state of 
villages here and the future use 
of the recently closed Hyde 
School. Aldermen Wendell R. 
Bauckman, James P. Regan, Ed- 
ward L, Richmond and Robert L. 
Tennant voted against the resolu- 
tion. 

The proposal, submitted by 
Newton Highlands Aldermen 
Rodney Barker, Michael A. 
Malec and George E. Mansfield, 
requested the board's “‘affirma- 
tion of the importance of the 
Neighborhood Village Concept to 
the vitality of the City of Newton 
and that the Hyde Elementary 
School is of great importance to 
the continuing vitality’ of 
Newton Highlands, 

It had first been debated on the 
floor of the board on the eve of the 
June 20 referendum regarding 
the fate of the Hyde, but discus- 
sion was terminated by Alder- 
man Robert L, Shuman, who felt 
the resolution issue was too close- 
ly tied with the city-wide vote. 
Almost 10,000 residents eventual- 
ly went to the polls and decided to 
close the school by a 3-2 margin 

The most significant change in 
the wording of the original pro- 
posal was passed by an 18-3 vote 
and stated, ‘This board affirms

strengths as a justice is that she 
is a woman.

After the resolution’s passage, 
Susan Mirsky, president of the 
Newton Highlands Neighborhood 
Area Council (NHNAC), said, ‘I 
think its an important resolution 
and that it goes beyond being 
simply a ‘motherhood’ issue. 
There are issues of development 
that do threaten our villages.”’ 

In a letter to aldermen regar- 
ding the public hearing, Mirsky 
criticized the attitude of the 
citizen’s action group that sup- 
ported keeping the Hyde closed: 
“Over 50 people identified 
themselves to us in advance as 
concerned citizens who wanted to 
address changes in their own 
neighborhoods and villages. 

“However, another group of 
people opposing the Hyde School 
referendum, calling themselves 
Cc (Coalition to Save Newton 











Schools), decided to use the hear- 
ing as a forum for criticizing the 
council’s support of Hyde School 
and airing their views on the 
school closing issue,"’ she added.

withholding such endorsement,” 
according to the regulation. 


While the state fire marshall’s 
office could not be reached for 
comment, the president of the 
Saint Mary of Carmen Society, 
Anthony Gentile, a licensed 
pyrotechnic expert who was go- 
ing to arrange the group's 
fireworks, said Monday night he 





has not received any written cor 
respondence outlining Reilly 
reasons for denying the permit

Lopatin believes that among 
the deep-rooted political, 
religious and cultural differences 
between the Muslim and Jewish 
people, lie some common bonds.

Riverside plans 
will predict future 


Those residents who are wondering just 
what direction future development of 
Newton’s limited space will take should 
keep an eye on the progress of develop- 
ment planned for the MBTA property at 
Riverside 

Whatever goes up on that site can be 
taken as an indication of which course the 
city will steer between a growing concern 
for the preservation of the city’s residen- 
tial quality and a fiscal crunch that makes 
commercial development look better and 
better every year. 

Mayor Mann has reassured residents of 
Auburndale and Lower Falls, who will be 
forced to live with whatever is created at 
Riverside, that their neighborhood con- 
cerns will be taken into account in any 
plans for the site. Spokespersons for those 
neighborhoods are taking those 
reassurances with a grain of salt, which 
has led to the creation of a ‘“‘watchdog”’ 
committee to monitor the situation. 

But the ‘‘bottom line,’’ as they say, 
threatens to drown out the concerns voiced 
by residents. Maximum financial return is 
the MBTA’s number one priority. The T 
has been good enough to admit that, out 
front. The neighbors should be thankful for 
that. It’s to their advantage to know exact- 
ly what they are up against at the outset. 

The only real protection for residents 
lies in the city’s zoning laws, and they do 
not apply to any development considered 
to be directly related to transportation. 
What remains to be seen — and what the 
neighborhood watchdogs should concen- 
trate on — is how much of the Riverside 
site is designated as _ transportation- 
related and, therefore, not subject to our 
zoning regulations. 

In the outcome of those maneuvers can 
be found a thumbnail sketch of future 
development all over the city. 


All U.S getting 
21 drinking law 


Pressure for states to get in line on a 21- 
year age minimum drinking age has been 
applied by the U.S. Senate. In a bill tied to 
highway funding, it decreed states not in 
conformance would be denied highway 
construction funds. 

Since the House overwhelmingly ap- 
proved a similar bill, it appears this would 
be the federal policy. This kind of 
backdoor approach is less than desirable. 
It infringes on the rights of individual 
states to determine what the conduct of its 
citizens should be in matters of public 
morality or conduct. It runs counter to a 
long-respected attitude in the Congress in 
such areas. 

There is a further provision in the Senate 
bill offering an incentive in the way of ad- 
ditional highway funds for states adopting 
automatic penalties for drunken drivers. 

Again, Big brother in Washington is 
sticking his nose in statehouse jurisdiction 
in a way which is highly questionable. 

Not that there isn't a lot of justification 
for a 21-year minimum. It is most un- 
fortunate that youths who were given 
freedom from restraint when many states 
okayed 18-year drinking laws have so bad- 
ly handled the privilege.

The nation’s child psychologists are concerned

MTV and other violent TV networks are out to 
guarantee that the second television generation 
will be more violent than the first, which turned 
out to be the most violent generation of 
Americans on record,” said Dr. Thomas 
Radecki, chairman of the National Coalition on 
Television Violence 

Actually, Dr. Radecki is directing his attack at 
the secondary source of this bad stuff. It’s the 
popular singers who create it; MT'V just airs it 
And it’s not just cable any longer. Those videos 
have slipped into network 'T'V as well 

I've seen some of the stuff he’s talking about 
and I say good for you, Dr. Radecki, for being 
honest and outspoken enough to call this stuff 
disgusting. Some of it is; some of it is merely 
badly done 

Unfortunately, the good doctor hasn't gone far 
enough in exposing the evils of this alleged enter 
lainment. It's not only the violence-rubbing-off 
on-our-kids we should be worried about. There's 
a bigger problem, more insidious because it has 
so far gone unnoticed, or at least unreported. 


Long before videos turn the current crop of 
kids into violent young adults, they’re going to 
turn them into non-productive, uncreative zom- 
bies. 

Songs seem to fit, like comfortable jeans, into 
certain moods and with and about certain events 
and people. I admit I even look around the radio 
dial for songs to fit my current mood. 

I don’t know if music hath charms to soothe the 
Savage breast, but it sets the creative, inter- 
pretive soul free. 








But the last time I heard Lionel Ritchie on the 
ear radio, I couldn't get that blind, beautiful 
Black girl out of my head. Mention the name 
Cheri, and a blond in a tight white shirt appears 
before my eyes. And that’s dangerous, especially 
driving on Broad Street 

I can no longer hear the words of the songs 
And I can no longer just hum a tune to pass the 
time. I have been programmed instead into ‘‘see- 
ing’ the song, and I walk around like Pavlov’s 
dog, my will triggered into obedient response at 
the first notes 

The visual impact has taken control. Luckily 
these songs only last a few minutes and I haven't 
seen many of the videos. So I'm still hanging onto 
some of the musical individuality 

But for the addicts, who are already spending 
passive zonked-out hours in front of their TV, it’s 
going to get worse before it gets better. Those 
who know all about these things — who are those 
who make lots of money on these things Say 
current videos are dull, dull, dull and video 
makers are running the risk of losing their au- 
dience if they don't broaden their horizons and 


even increase their play time to as much as an 
hour, doing whole sets of numbers against a 
unified backdrop. A mini-musical, if you will, 
ach time you turn on MTV 

The typical clip, said Dick Ebersole, executive 
producer of ‘Saturday Night Live,” now lasts 
four minutes and contains 150 images. ‘There's 
a whole generation of 2- to 11-year-olds falling in 
love with this much matter being thrown at 
them, When they get older, they will demand this 
eye candy" on a regular basis. 
ort of like a fix, Unable to create a mood, a 
feeling of their own, they'll punch the channel 
Selector and sit back passively for countless 
zonked-out hours, while offbeat, violent or mere- 
ly uncreative producers pump images into their 
heads and syphon off imagination 

I've seen grown, college-educated men work 
themselves into a frenzy talking about and eyen 
pantomiming the antics in some of these things. 
Pre-cable, these same people talked about songs 
and the meaning of the words of songs. Now they 
simply recount what they've seen. Pre-cable, 
they used to talk about sports and even women. 
Now itis Wang Chung and Martha Quinn. 

I'm worried about it because, as Dr, Radecki 
feels, lots of it is disgusting and grotesque. 

But I’m more concerned because it’s so 
popular, which means there are a lot of lazy peo- 
ple around who don’t mind being dictated to, 


having thoughts and dreams and emotions form- 
ed for them

The argument over the future of the hardship ex- 
emptions culminated in a recent aldermanic 
Finance Committee meeting when committee 
Chairman Paul E. Coletti, who was a member of 
the mayoral group that produced Clause 18 
guidelines in March, promised to docket an item 
asking three separate aldermanic committees to 
approve a request that assessors return to their

In Nonantum 


Fiesta finale fireworks-free 


By Edward Cafasso, Staff Writer 


NONANTUM — A shower of fireworks, brassy 
band music and the clanging toll of an iron bell 
marked the 49th annual procession honoring St. 
Mary of Carmen Sunday night as hundreds of 
residents followed the saint’s statue through the 
ets of Nonantum, 

The parade, which began at Hawthorn Park, 
turned onto Watertown Street and then travelled 
down Adams Street to Our Lady Help of Christians 
Church, lasted close to 30 minutes and took place 
under heavy police supervision. Earlier in the 
afternoon, the statue, framed by donated money 
pinned to masking tape, had been carried 
throughout the neighborhood on its way from the 
church to the festival grounds. 

With the usual pyrotechnical display cancelled 
for lack of a permit, residents along the proces: 
sion’s route resorted to their own brand of enter- 
tainment by igniting a barrage of colorful Roman 
candles, whistling rockets, firecrackers and red 
flares, 

Police kept traffic and crowds along a flag- 
festooned Adams Street away from the “‘illegal’’ 
fireworks and the only incident occurred after the 
crowds went into Our Lady's for Mass when police 
confiscated about two dozen rockets from the trunk 
of a car in front of the church. 

Young and old took part in the traditional 
candlelight procession that signalled the end of a 
four-day fundraising festival sponsered by the St 
Mary of Carmen Society, a carnival which officials 
estimate over 50,000 people attended, 

It also marked the end of a controversial week of 
debate over a decision by Fire Chief Edward B. 
Reilly, Jr., not to issue a permit for the society's 
planned seven-minute fireworks show in the school 
yard at Our Lady’s due to alleged past permit viola- 
tions, public safety concerns and lack of adequate 
space for a supervised display. 

Society president and fireworks operator An- 
thony Gentile joined festival chairman Nunzio 
Leone and Newton/Waltham Rep. A. Joseph 
DeNucci at the head of the procession and slowed 
the pace of the walk when participants came too 
close to the decorative explosives ignited in their 
path. 

By the festival’s end, according to Gentile’s 
estimates, over 3,000 people had signed a petition 
requesting Reilly to grant a fireworks permit for 
next year's festivities marking the society's 50th 
anniversary.

Assessors deny forgery

SWTON — The city’s chief 
sing official has denied an 
Auburndale resident's claim that 
assessors are forging signatures 
on official documents and _ at- 
tempting to skirt the Proposition 
2%2 tax cap. 

A sment Administration 
Director Robert A. Palmer said 
Monday he has given permission 
to some members of his staff to 
sign his name on certain eSs- 
ing documents and denied 
charges of forgery made by Stan- 












ton Avenue resident Joseph 
Weinfeld. 

Palmer also said a total of 26 
assessments were mistakenly 


omitted during the most recent 
tax billing, but added that the 
amount of taxes which the omit- 
ted assessments represent could 
not put the city beyond the Prop

In a letter delivered to the city 
clerk’s office on July 12, which 
was sent to the city’ 4

Far-flung 
philanthropy 


Waban resident John Matthews, chair- 
man of the Ward 5 Republican Committee, 
has created considerable sound and fury 
with his recent condemnation of plans to 
rehabilitate the Columbia Point Housing 
Project. 

In a letter to Phillip Abrams, former 
Ward 5 committee chairman who went to 
Washington a year ago to become 
undersecretary of the Dept. of Housing 
and Urban Development, Matthews pro- 
tested ‘‘the waste of any more of our hard- 
earned tax dollars on the so-called 
‘rehabilitation’ of the infamous’”’ project. 

Matthews complained that to rework the 
project without getting rid of the people 
living there would be absurd. Calling the 
area ‘‘a burned out, stinking, rat-infested 
byword for degradation and danger,’’ he 
pointed out, ‘‘It was people who live there 
at public expense who did all these 
things.” 

Something about the people who live in 
the project — a sort of cancer that would 
affect anything they touched was the 
cause of the deterioration of Columbia 
Point, Matthews suggested. 

His letter was published in the Graphic 
on June 20. There was no written response 
that would imply that our readers were 
upset by Matthews assertions. 

Three weeks later, when the summer 
doldrums had hit and real news was get- 
ting scarce, Matthews’ letter was the focus 
of a front page story in the Boston press. 
The original story was followed by two 
“reaction” stories, in which official 
spokesmen from everything but the Boy 
Scouts of America commented on Mat- 
thews’ bad judgement and speculated on 
the mental configurations that could give 
birth to such deranged thinking. 

Finally, an editorial called Matthews’ 
letter ‘‘a declaration of ignorance conceiv- 
ed in social isolation and dedicated to the 
proposition that ‘we’ve got ours’”’ and ‘‘an 
incredible display of contempt by the af- 
fluent for the poor.”” 

The Graphic finds little merit in either 
side of the argument 

Matthews and his colleagues seem to 
know little of what has gone on at Colum- 
bia Point except for what they have read in 
the newspapers. 

If the Ward 5 Republican Committee is 
genuinely concerned for the fate of public 
housing, why do they have to go all the way 
to Columbia Point to do something about 
it? We have public housing in Newton, and 
it should merit their concerns first. Their 
attempt to do some good for a 
neighborhood so far away amounts to ‘‘far- 
flung philanthropy”’ — social service in its 
most dilettante form. 

As for the reaction of the Boston press to 
Matthews’ letter, members of the Ward 5 
Republican Committee must be chuckling 
at the absolute ‘‘knee jerk’’ quality of the 
response from the media they 
euphemistically call ‘“‘liberal.’’ They made 
Matthews into a caricature of himself, ex- 
tracting what meaning they wanted from 
his letter and leaving behind those parts 
that did not fit into their prefabricated 
mold.

cent of the country’s newspapers carried the 
Taiwan story, but only about 20 per cent carried 
any mention of the ‘‘Great Leap tastrophe, as 
reported by either of the major wire services, 

The Taiwan story had drama, immedi and 
was the sort of tragedy, that could easily be 
visualized by a newspaper reader — or editor 
The census story was about an event that oc- 
curred some 25 years ago and the drama had to 
be inferred from the enormous death toll figures. 

But, even taking into account those jour- 
nalistic values, it is interesting to note that 80 per 
cent of the nation’s newspapers are not in- 
terested enough in a major human disaster to 
devote even 2 inches of space to tell their readers 
about it as a matter of record. 

The magnitude of the ‘‘Great Leap” death toll 
would be roughly equivalent, after all, to the 
state populations of New York or California be- 
ing eliminated in mass starvation. The death toll 
in the ‘Great Leap”’ aftermath was three to five 
times as great, numerically, as the Holocaust in 
which 6 million Jews perished at the hands of the 
Nazis

catastrophe being ignored was in the forced star- 
vation of the Ukraine by Stalin in the mid-1930s, 
in which the Soviet Union's wheat belt was turn- 
ed into a starvation chamber for political 
reasons.

Published in May by Harvard Common Pr “How to Take 
Great Trips With Your Kids” ($14.95 cloth, $8.95 paper) is muc h 
more than a travel guide, From tips on choosing a vacation style, 
to planning daily activities, to keeping the kids happy in 
restaurants, museums and in transit, the Portnoys’ book outlines a 
new way of thinking about family travel 

The first step in planning any v tion is sitting down and talk- 
ing about what you want to get from it, explains Sanford Portnoy, 
40, a psychologist who works with children, adults and families. 

‘You can start by talking out loud,’’ agreed Joan Portnoy, 38, a 
former speech pathologist and child development researcher who 
is now home fulltime with the couple's two children. ‘You can say, 
I'm tired. I want to be waited on’ or ‘I’m bored. I feel like I'm ina 
rut. I need something to get me going again.’ 

“People think in order to have a good vacation, it needs to be an 
exciting vacation,’’ she added. “Sometimes you just need quiet 
and relaxation.” 

In a group vacation, the styles, needs and interests of each per- 
son must be taken into account, says the well-traveled duo. 
Parents should consider the ages and abilities of their kids and 
balance them with their own adult needs 

Parents may even find, sometimes, that what they really need is 
a trip by themselves 

But deciding on a family tour of Europe, a camping expedition in 
the White Mountains or a quiet cottage at the beach is only the first 
step. Next, you need to choose the right place and plan the day-to- 
day details of your vacation 

You need to be a ‘‘smart shopper,” say the Portnoys. But, they 
add, you don’t have to deny yourself things just because you're 
with your children, 

“You need to ask, ask, ask,’’ Joan emphasized. ‘What kind of 
‘family plans’ do you have? Can I do this more cheaply? Do you 
have booster seats and high cha\ 

“You'd be surprised at the nice 
seats and high chairs,” she said. 
cheapest price first.” 

Rivht now, the economy is ripe for family travel, st 
hus! nd. Luxury hotels that serve mainly business travelers slash 
their rates on weekends and often offer phenomenally low family 
packages. Conversely, those catering to pleasure travelers give 
great deals during the week, he noted. 

When you've got the basic details of ‘‘where”’ and “‘when”’ taken 
care of, the next problem is sorting out just what to do with your 
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time and how to keep both the kids and you from getting tired and 
antsy, say the Portnoys. 

A blend of personal experience and interviews with scores of 
parents and travel industry representatives, led to hundreds of 
tips on how to keep family spirits from flagging — and some pain 
ful examples of what happens when parents don’t take the time to 
plan. 











at (Washington, D.C.) trip was just a monument to bad plan 
ning,’’ Sanford recalled. ‘‘We made the most common mistake in 
family travel: we tried to do too much in too short a time We 
didn’t take into account ages and abilities. We didn’t bring the 
right equipment and toys. And we didn't reserve accommodations 
ahead of time.”’ 

They have learned a lot since that trip. 

When you schedule your vacation activities, ‘‘plan a little less 
than you can do,” Joan advised. ‘Then you can just rest or go back 
and do something else.”” 

The Portnoys suggest alternating different types of activities. 
They also recommend scheduling time, perhaps in a park or hotel 
pool, for kids to run around, yell and not worry about being on their 
best behavior. 

Parents need to give themselves and each other a break from the 
children once in a while, the first-time authors recommend. One 
parent can take the kids for an hour, an afternoon or a whole day 
while the other visits a museum, shops or just rests. The kids can 
join in an organized activity at a hotel or campground or you can 
even get a babysitter and take an evening off. 

Babysitters can be found almost anywhere, the Portnoys say. 
They suggest waiting until you're going to be in the same place for 
several days and giving the kids the first couple of days to adjust 
before leaving them. Sitters can be found through hotels and 
tourist offices, or, if you’re renting a house, through the rental 
agency or local chamber of commerce.

The proposal ‘prohibiting the unauthorized personal use of official 
aldermanic stationery’’, submitted by Alderman James P. Regan, is

The 42-year-old Gentile, who 
says he has put on over 600 
fireworks displays of all sizes 
over the last 20 years without a 
serious incident, works part-time 
for Telstar Fireworks Display of 
New Hampshire. Recently, Gen- 
tile, who is bonded by the state’s 
fire marshall's office, arranged a 
30-minute display in honor of 
Waltham’s centennial that was 
insured for $1 million and, last 
year, insured his show at Our 
Lady’s for $300,000. 

“T believe that if I had put that 
in writing he would have lost his 
license and I think he’s well 
aware of this,’’ said Reilly, who 
added that Gentile is licensed as 
‘“‘a competent operator of 
fireworks, not a pyrotechinical 
expert.” 

“Fireworks are considered 
Class C explosives. He should not 
be considered an expert in the ex- 
plosives field,” he said,

Alderman Elaine Gentile and her husband, Ber- 
nie, went directly to the color game when they ar- 
rived at the festivities, but Gentile, still smoldering 
over Reilly’s permit decision, came away empty- 
handed. 

“I’m disappointed about the whole thing. I think 
there was room for compromise. We could have 
discussed it in detail, but he (Reilly) had a closed 
mind about the whole thing he said. Her alder- 
manic colleagues, Ronald Marini, Carol Robinson 
and Michael Malec, also could be seen enjoying the 
final night of the festival. 

Tony Gentile, who has led the group for the last 18 
years, estimated the society would come away 
from the event with about a $2,000 profit, enough, he 
said, for seed money to begin preparing for next 
year’s celebration. 

Later, while delivering opening remarks to 
residents jammed into Our Lady's, a smiling Gen- 
tile spoke in Italian to the mostly elderly crowd and 
vowed to work hard until next July for a festival 
and fireworks display fitting of the society’s 50th 
anniversary, remarks which were greeted by ap- 
plause from the parishoners.

NEWTON One season after 
taking over as Newton Catholic 
baseball coach, Don Dabenigno 
feels he has taken a big step 
toward molding the team the way 
he would like it.

DeNucci supports sentencing bill 


Rep. A, Joseph DeNucci, D. Newton/Waltham, House Chairman 
of the Commitee on Human Services and Elderly Affairs said he 
Michael Dukakis’ Presumptive Sentencing Bill 
The crimes addressed by the governor's 
bill are crimes against persons."’ They included: first and second 
degree murder, manslaughter, battery and assault, kidnapping, 
rape, sexual abuse, robbery and civil rights violations, as wellasa 
dozen other forms of crimes against people 

DeNucci noted that under the bill, a judge will be mandated to 
issue a sentence within a minimum and maximum period. For ex- 
ample, a minimum of five years to a maximum of 10 years. A 
prisoner would be required to serve that minimum before being 
permitted parole. Judges would still have discretion when sentenc- 
ing. ‘‘However, the difference is that the judge will need to justify 
a lighter or harsher sentence in writing,’ noted DeNucci 

Another factor to consider, according to DeNucci, is the question 
of prison overcrowding. Under the current state sentencing pro- 
cedures, the Department of Correction will reach its peak over- 
crowding in 1985. Under presumptive sentencing, that peak will 
not occur until 1990. With the governor 
includes a $40 million expansion program coupled with a 
million staffing and operating program, the projected ov 
crowding would be dramatically contained and controlled,”

The International Institute for 
Visually Impaired, Birth to 
Seven, Inc., based in Newton 
learned last week that the federal 
government will not fund pro- 
jects for which the institute sub- 
mitted proposals to meet the 
needs of blind infants and their 
families 

The institute, which received 
federal funds last year, conducts 
an outreach project that ad- 
dresses the needs of blind and 
visually impaired children from 
birth through seven 

Outreach projects were reduc- 
ed from 53 t6 34 and this project 
will not be funded. According to 
the institute, this leaves pro- 
grams and projects in the U.S 
without a central resource to 
assist them to develop or im- 
prove programs for the increas 
ing number of blind infants and 
young children being identified 
and for whom there are no ser 
vices specific to their disability 

Wendy Cullar, director of the 
U.S. Department of Education, 
Office of Special Education, in- 
formed the institute that 242 ap- 
plications to ‘initiate model pro- 
grams for young handicapped

children were received and only 
30 new demonstration projects 
will be funded this year. 

Mrs. Sherry Raynor, president 
and co-founder of the institute, 
said, “This refusal of federal 
assistance is a serious blow, but 
not fatal. Our work must go on. 
The institute will continue to 
meet the challenge at whatever 
level possible to increase public 
awareness of the special needs of 
blind children, their parents, and 
educators. 

The institute works to provide 
parents and professionals with 
support and information that will 
help them meet the needs of the 
blind baby in the crucial years 
from birth to seven 

Raynor said that two previous 
programs for blind infants,- in 
Michigan and Massachusetts, 
originally funded by the federal 
government, have become 
established and now operate 
without federal assistance. 

She added that the institute has 
also encouraged international 
participation in meeting the 
needs of blind children in coun 
tries where the incidence is many 
times higher than in the U.S.

Chief Quinn alerts 
parents to dangers 


(This is another in a series of articles issued by Police Chief 
William F. Quinn aimed at helping parents to develop a sense of 
awareness in their children which is necessary to recognize a poten- 
tial problem involving personal or property protection. ) 

Chief Quinn reminds residents that the playgrounds, parks and 
swimming facilities throughout the city are now in full swing. This 
means that children of all ages will be crossing streets, both on foot 
and on bicycles 

Quinn advises parents to survey the routes their children will be us- 
ing to go to and from these recreational areas to make sure that the 
children are familiar with the route and that they know where the ap- 
proved street crossings are located. Bikes should be walked across 
all busy intersections and in commercial districts the sidewalk 
cyclist should not ride but walk the bike through the area 

In choosing the best available route, parents should look for one 
that is comfortable to both them and the child. Also, each street 








crossing should be checked to assure that a high degree of pedestrian 
visibility is present in all directions. Blind crossings or narrowed 
idewalks caused by the over growth of shrubs and bushes should be 


reported 

All children should also be taught good pedestrian and bicycle safe- 
ty procedures. On the street bicycle riding follows the same rules of 
the road as an auto.

Walker ‘lost

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Harvest is plentiful at Farmers’ Market

NEWTON Close to 20 
farmers in dusty pick-ups and 
full-sized trucks, slick vans and 


well-worn station wagons, lined 
the hot street 

Outside their vehicles they 
stacked — on tables and wooden 
crates, in the bright sun and 
under huge beach umbrellas 
piles of crisp lettuce and 
rhubarb, fresh zucchini and sum 
mer squash, soft, red rasperries 
and tart blueberries, fresh frozen 
turkey pies, maple syrup, honey 
and homemade jams, jellies and 
marmalades, potted plants and 
herbs, grapevine wreaths, bright 
geraniums, petunias and 
begonias, and fresh-cut zinnias, 
snapdragons, and gardenias 

The growers weren't parked in 
Western Mass. or Concord or 
even at Quincy Market, however 
Instead, they ringed the City Hall 
War Memorial Circle for the 
opening of Newton's fifth 
Farmers’ Market season 

The market, sponsored by the 
city Recreation Department, the 
Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce and the Department 
of Agriculture, will be held every 
Tuesday from 2:30 to 6:30 p.m., 
rain or shine, through Oct. 30 

The brainchild of Alderman 
Edward Richmond, who 
reportedly saw the Brookline 
Farmers’ Market over five years 
ago and brought the idea before 
the city’s Board of Aldermen, 
Newton’s market has grown to be 
one of the most popular in the 
area among small farmers. It 
draws sellers from both across 
the state and down the street. 

Many, like Scott Berberian 
from Westboro, are regular fix- 
tures at the market. Berberian 
has come every year since the 
project began and s: he owes a 
lot to the friendliness of Newton 
customers. 

“This is the only market I look 
forward to coming to,” the husky 
farmer, nicknamed ‘‘Red"’ and 
dressed in matching gray-green 
work shirt and pants, declared 
with a happy smile. ‘‘The people 

















are so pleasant This is like a 
vacation for me.” 

With his father, brother, sister 
and girlfriend, Berberian works 
a 40-acre farm his grandparents 
started after immigrating to the 
U.S. from Armenia in first part of 
the century.

‘Alderperson’ amendment tabled 


NEWTON A proposed 
amendment before the Legisla- 
tion and Rules Committee that 
would substitute the word 
“alderperson”’ for alderman in 
the city charter was tabled until 
their next meeting. 


Alderman Carol J. Robinson, 
who docketed the proposed am- 
mendment, said, “I think its 
very, very important and 
shouldn’t be pushed aside. I will 
take time out to review the legal 
procedure.” 


Election Commission Ex- 
ecutive Director Alan W. Licarie 
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said several requirements must 
be fulfilled before the city 
charter could be amended. 

The mayor and aldermen must 
agree on any amendments, 
Licarie said, and then a filing 
date for the amendment has to be 
set. Once the date is set, a public 
hearing must be held within a 
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certain time 

Next, the state attorney 
general has four weeks in which 
to approve the amendment and 
forward it back to the municipali- 
ty. The approved amendment 
must be in the hands of local of- 
ficials two months prior to elec- 
tions, Licarie said 
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She operates out of a farm in 
North Dartmouth and sells her 
goods at the Newton, New Bed 
ford and Fall River farmers 
markets.

A bigger splash 


Once the least expensive of any life 
necessities, except the air we breathe, 
water gets costlier all the time. Smart 
municipal minds saw user fees as a 
revenue producer to offset Proposition 2% 
losses at the same time the MDC was hik- 
ing charges, so the result has been 
quarterly bill acceleration. 

Those sewer use fees aren’t trivial, but 
close to two thirds of the water charge for 
average householders. They were at 42 
cents per cubic feet locally, then quietly 
pushed to 55 cents in mid-1983 at the same 
time MDC was boosting its charges. A 
residential bill in one of the recent 
quarters could have a $40 water charge 
and a $28 user fee, for example. Two years 
earlier, even with a user fee, that same bill 
in terms of volume carried a $32 charge. 

Fees are simply another means of taxa- 
tion, with no legitimate relationship to the 
cost of operations. The claim that the add- 
ed charges were merely being shifted from 
the propery tax was spurious since Pro- 
position 242 already was forcing rate 
restraint. 

A close scrutiny of the handling of 
municipal water charges and disposition 
of the funds is imperative at this period in 
advance of the enormous water-sewer 
lines network in the metropolitan region 
would be taken from MDC and given the 
new authority. It is subject to legislative 
approval. 

Nothing pending on Beacon Hill is more 
important than the major change con- 
templated in water distribution. As 
burdensome as water rates are now, they 
are certain to rise dramatically. It is vital 
to keep local concerns out front.

You ought not to risk betting a nickel, 
plugged or otherwise, that Rocco J. An- 
tonelli won’t be nominated by democrats 
and elected Middlesex County treasurer in 
November. His campaign press release 
said he is running for re-election to fill a 
vacancy, which is true enough. 

He states the vacancy was caused by 
resignation, also true. Not spelled out is 
the fact that he resigned as part of a deal to 
have a criminal conflict of interest charge 
dropped by the district of attorney. Thus 
was precluded a second trial after a hung 
jury closed an initial trial. 

So, in September’s primary there will be 
two democrats running for re-election. The 
other is incumbent treasurer William J. 
Gustus, named to the post vacated by An- 
tonelli. Gustus faces a formidable task in 
trying to retain the office. 

All kinds of advantages occur for Rocco 
Antonelli. First, He’s from Somerville, A 
place where they play political hard ball. 
Voters there aren’t likely to consider his 
problems with the Ethics Commission all 
that great. He also has a recognizable 
name, one with ethnic value in the more 
populous county communities. And, 
historically, few voters absorb much 
knowledge about county government and 
tend to pull the levers automatically. 

The Lowell Sun’s county bureau chief, 
William Tuttle, terms the Antonelli cam- 
paign press release a masterpiece in 
hyperbole. Press releases don’t win elec- 
tions, however. If Rocco prevails, as is 
possible, it will relate to those other fac- 
tors.

A few final thoughts about the Democratic

We still haven't figured out a sensible way 
to pick the vice presidential candidate. 
Originally the Constitution decreed that the 
vice presidency would go to the presidential 
candidate who got the second-largest 
number of electoral votes a prescription 
for trouble that was neatly finessed by the 
12th Amendment, under which each party's 
candidates for president and vice president 
run as a team.

Nowadays, thanks to primari can- 
didate will often wrap up the presidential 
nomination weeks or even months before the 
convention begins. That at least gives him 
time to think seriously about the vice 
presidential spot. But first Carter and now 
Mondale elected to stage an elaborate public 
parade of possible nominees a technique 
that opens the process to all sorts of poten- 
tially unhealthy pressures.

THE SPEAKING honors at the convention 
were divided between the keynoter, New 
York Gov. Mario Cuomo, and Jesse Jackson, 
And the word that applied to both their ef- 
forts : “frightening.’’ 

Seldom in our national politics has anyone 
sought to divide America, and set one half of 
it against the other half, quite so brazenly as 
Cuomo. Usually politicians prefer to talk 
about ‘‘uniting’’ the country, ‘‘bringing us 
togethe and so on. Not Cuomo: He prac- 
tices, in its purest and most brutal form, the 
venomous politics of envy. Rejecting Presi- 
dent Reagan’s image of America as ‘‘a shin- 
ing city on a hill,’’ Cuomo declared that, on 
the contr ‘this nation is more ‘A Tale of 
Two Cities — one where ‘‘tax breaks”’ are 
provided for ‘‘millionaires,’’ and another 
where a mother is ‘‘denied the help she need- 
ed to feed her children.’’ This is strong stuff: 
the war cry, in fact, of a rooted and vengeful 
hatred. 

But Cuomo’s message was cushioned, to 
some extent, by its lawyerly delivery. 
Jackson's, on the other hand, was a vintage 
Specimen of black Baptist clerical oratory at 









































its most moving. As he stood there with 
sweat trickling down his face, loudly sum- 
moning the blacks and every other disaf- 
fected or disaffectable group in the country 
to join in one vast coalition of ‘‘the damned,” 
the answering roar of the crowd told 
thoughtful viewers all they needed to know 
about where this party will head, if only it 
can,

THIS MAY HAVE been the first convention 
at which the representatives of the media ac- 
tually outnumbered the delegates, and the 
encounters between the two resulted in some 
memorable scenes, For sheer crust, though, 
I doubt that any of them equaled the insolent 
attempt, by Ed Bradley of CBS's ‘60 
Minutes,"’ to make peace, right there on the 
floor of the convention and in full sight of 
millions of viewers, between Chicago Mayor 
Harold Washington and his mortal enemy, 
City Council Majority Leader Edward 
Vrdolyak. It would have earned Bradley a 
Pulitzer, or maybe even the Nobel Peace 
Prize, if he had been able to pull it off. But

Delegate has ‘no complaints’ about convention

NEWTON Lynn Holbein, a 
delegate to the Democratic Con 
vention in San Francisco and an 
active member of Newton Action 
for Nuclear Disarmament 
quoted her grandmother when 
she summed up her reaction to 
the convention with the words 

No complaints.”” 

Almost speechless from 
several days of shouting, Holbein 
explained that she and her fellow 
freeze advocates “vot 90 to 95 
percent of what we wanted 

In using a quote from her 
grandmother, Holbein evoked the 
image of her family’s longstan: 
ding commitment to political in 
volvement. Kate Waller Barrett, 
her grandmother, was the coun 
try’s first woman delegate to a 
national convention. In 1924, four 
years after women won the right 


to vote, she took part in a 
marathon nomination process 
that took two week went 


through 103 separate ballots and 
ended up giving the Democratic 
party's nod to Calvin Coolidge 
Holbein commented that ‘‘a lot 
of Boston people were leaders” at 
the convention, especially in the 
push to make a nuclear freeze 
part of the Democratic platform 
She noted, as a sign of success 
that virtually every major 
speaker at the convention felt 


compelled to address the freeze 
issue from the podium 

She did complain that the 
nuclear freeze issue and its 
general acceptance at the con 
vention, ‘were overshadowed by 
other events."’ California Sen 
Alan Cranston spoke eloquently 
on the issue, but, because of this 
year’s shift to limited, prime 
time coverage, his message did 
not get out 

Holbein went to the convention 
as a delegate for Sen. Gary Hart 
and pushed for him as long as it 
was remotely feasible. Commen 
ting on her lack of voice, she said 
the Hart contingent finally fell 
back on its vocal chords in a last 
ditch effort to swing the conven 
tion over to its cause. 

She added that it was the 
McGovern delegates who really

Hart and Mondale supporters 
They were under a lot of

My greatest failure in educa- 
tion and the greatest failure of 
educators to this day is that no 
one has ever rolled up their 
sleeves and said, ‘The number 
one issue in this country today is 
lack of concern for children,’”’ he 
declared. ‘‘We pay it a lot of lip 
service, but this country really 
does not care about children.”

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Over 300 businesses offer 
bargains to Newton elderly

After a year-and-a-half of planning and 
volunteer efforts, the city’s approximately 16,000 
senior citizens now have the unique opportunity 
of receiving a wide-range of discounts on items 
at over 300 Garden City businesses 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann and Human Services 
Director Howard Lipton have announced the 
beginning of the most comprehensive senior 
citizen discount program in the city’s history, in 
the form of the “Council on Aging Savers Hand 
book,’ dubbed ‘‘CA$H.” 

I hope you can derive some benefit from the 
discount program,’ the mayor tells resident 
seniors in the introduction of the discount 
booklet. ‘‘CA$H is a very appropriate name for 
this booklet. Using CA$H wisely is the equivalent 
of extra money in your pockets.” 

The directory, which offers elderly residents 
bargains that range from a 10-percent discount 
on air conditioner service to similar discounts on 
dental work, doughnuts, jewelry and even body 
building and weight loss Services, represents the 
third such effort since 1973 by Mann and the ci- 
ty’s Council on Aging 

Senior citizens will also find discounts 
available on legal services, floral arrangements, 
groceries, hearing aids, pet food, taxi service, 
television and appliance serrvice, movies and 
optician services, 

In the past 10 years, the number of business 
participating in the program has tripled from the 
original 110 sponsers, Mann added 

According to Lipton, soliciting discounts and 
compiling the booklets, which were mailed to 
12,000 households recently, was ‘‘a massive 
undertaking’ totally organized by volunteers 
ranging from the city’s Boy Scout troops and the 


Nonantum Multi-Service Center to the seniors 
themselves 

“Senior citizen volunteers from the Anna 
Fleisher Discussion Group of the Retired Senior 
Volunteer Program deserve a special thank you 
for all of their hard work in signing up businesses 
for the program,”’ the mayor said. 

Lipton added that, in some cases, seniors could 
potentially save over $100 a year on necessities 
like prescription medicine and clothing alone 

In order to qualify for the discount program, 
senior citizens must reside here; be at least 60 
years old; show an MBTA card or driver's 
license to the sales clerk at the time of the pur 
chase; and observe the specifications as to the 
days and hours the discount re offered 

Participating merchants are doing so volun 
tarily and, therefore, may change their stated 
discount offer without notice or withdraw from 
the program at anytime. The benefits listed in 
the directory also do not include items already 
on sale. 

Businesses sponsoring the program will make 
their participation known by placing a small red 
sticker highlighting their involvement in their 
shop windows 

The Mutual Bank for Savings, Pioneer Finan 
cial Bank, Newton South Cooperative Bank, 
Purity Supreme Supermarkets, the Shawmut 
Community Bank, BayBank Middlesex, the 
Newton Jaycess and McDonald’s of Newton all 
gave “generous contributions”’ to help defray the 
printing costs of the booklet, Mann said. 

A portion of the program’s funding also came 
from the Massachusetts Department of Elder Af- 
fairs Council on Aging Formula Grant Program, 
he added. 

Mailing the booklet was accomplished by Con- 
tinental Cablevision as a community service.

NEWTON — For the first time 
in five yea Newton South 
High's baseball team was unable 
to qualify for the Bastern Mass 
tourney, but with a team as 
young as the one on the field for 
Coach Neil McPhee this spring, 
the writing on the wall 

Next ye however, McPhee 
and his Lions will try to use the 
experience gained during their 6- 
12 campaign to rewrite the script 
and include themselves in the 
post season festivities 

“No team wants to be the one to 
break a str ‘ing of tournament ap- 
pearances,"’ McPhee said, ref 
ring to this year's Lions squad. 
‘They want to prove that they 

















have the ability that Newton 
South teams have had in past 
years.” 








The Newton South coach ad- 
mitted that the outlook for this 
year’s team was hazy at best. ‘‘I 
was aware that we were going to 
be a young team and that we 








would experience the growing 
pains of any young team. Our 
record certainly indicates that 
we had a few of those pains.” 

But McPhee indicated that 


there were positive points to this 
year’s season. ‘‘When I look back 
at the scorebook I can say that we 
weren't quite as bad as our 
record indicates. We were in 
most of our games, we just 
weren't experienced enough to 
hold onto leads. We didn’t have 
enough experience in some of our 
key positions.” 

One of those key positions was 
behind the plate. As a junior, 
Tom Rogers was a fi 
backstopper who per! 
some difficulties adjusting to 
throwing from a crouch. ‘He's a 
fine receiver, but his problem is 
in the throwing area,’’ McPhee 
said of the 6-3, 195-pound catcher. 
“IT expect Tom to come back next 
year...he’s got the size and all the 
strength. He has all the tools, it’s 
just a matter of putting it all 
together. We'll be looking for- 
ward to him coming back next 
year.” 

The one senior starter who will 
be departing from McPhee's 
lineup is first baseman Glen 
Rosengard, This year’s Norm 
McConnell Award winner “had a 
heck of a year,” according to the 
coach, The hitter helped play 
the role of leader for the team on 
and off the field, ‘He really filled 
in beautifully and we will miss 
him,’’ McPhee said. 

The biggest surprise of the 
season was the play of second 
baseman Mark Maiocca. 
McPhee had nothing but en- 
couraging things to say about the 
first freshman ever to start for a 
Newton South varsity baseball 
team. 

“He's a real strong all-around 
athlete,"’ according to McPhee, 
who has been at the helm at 
Newton South for 15 seasons. 
“He's got very good hands and a 
good, accurate, strong arm, but 
his real strength lies in his hit- 
ting. He’s as natural a hitter as 
I've ever seen at South since I've 
been here.” 

McPhee did suggest that 
Maiocca's debut season in a var- 
sity uniform might have held him 
back in some ways. ‘‘He might 
have been just a bit young to step 
in and play varsity baseball and 
do the job the way (a 
player could), but we couldn't 
keep him out of the lineup...the 
experience will be invaluable to 
him in the next three years, He’s 
going to be one of the best players 
in the league."’ 

Another underclassman who 
played well this season and who 
will be an important cog in next 
season's Newton South team is 
Matt Spengler, As a junior this 
spring he hit .317, but the key 










































word McPhee uses to describe 
him is ‘‘consistent. He’s a steady, 
reliable infielder and a line drive 
hitter plus he’s a smart baseball 
player. Matt is one of those 
players you want up at the plate 
or who you want the ball hit to in 
an important situation. ’ 

This year’s team batting leader 
was junior Steve Altman. The 
shortstop/third baseman is a 
good clutch hitter with excellent 
speed who tore up the league by 
batting a whopping 38. The 
team will be looking for a repeat 
of Altman’s batsmanship next 
season when they strive for one of 
the top spots in the Dual County 
League standings. 

Next year’s pitching situation 








should be boosted by the ap- 
pearance of righthander Jon 
Glick. As a junior this year he 


won four games at the junior var- 
sity level before being called 
upon by McPhee to close out the 
Lions’ ison against Wayland.
